Deputy Bhoriff Hill lag L. Watkins was interviewed this date 
regarding the issuance of a Writ of Habeas Corpus on Jack L. 
Kuby, November 2 4, 1963. Hr. Watkins stated that Attorney Ton 
Howard entered the Dallas County Sheriff's Office approximately 
30 or 45 minutes after the shooting of Lee Harvey Oswald. 
Attorney Howard used a public telephone to call Judge Joe 8. 
Brovn requesting a Writ of Habeas Corpus for subject . 

Hr. Watkins stated that Sheriff Bill Docker then telephoned 
Judcre brown for verification of the issuanoe of a dry writ. 
Judge Brow gave this verification and the writ was returnable 
at 11 1 00 a.a., November 25. 1963, in Judge Joe B. Brown’s 
Criminal District Court. 


Judge Joe B. Brown telephoned the Sheriff's Cfflos after hearing 
of the death of lee Harvey Oswald and ordered Deputy Sheriff 
Watkins to cancel the writ application for Jack Buoy and ho im- 
mediately complied with this order.
